The approval of the Secretary, Forward Markets Com- 
mission, under Sub-section (1) of Section 11 of* the Forward 
Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 (74 of 1952) read with S.O, 
No. 2462, dated the 24th November 1958, has been obtained 
to the following amendments being made to the Bye-laws 
of the Madhya Pradesh Commerical Exchange Ltd., Akola, 
the !same having been previously placed on the Notice 
Boafd of the Exchange pursuant to Section 11 of the said 
Act and Rule 11 oi the Forward Contracts (Regulation) 
Rules, 1^54. 

Amendments 

In Bye-law 54 — 

(i) In clause (9) the word “sales-tax” shall be deleted. 

(li) After clause (9) the following clause shall be inserted 

namely: — 

4 ‘(10)(a) In case the last buyer in a Hedge Contract is not 
a registered or licensed dealer under the existing Sales 
Tax Act applicable at Akola, for the time being, or being 
a licensed dealer does not furnish the seller with a certi- 
ficate or declaration in the form prescribed under the said 
Act declaring that the cotton is intended for resale by 
him, the last buyer shall pay to the original tenderer on 
taking delivery o( cotton the amount oi tax payable by 
the seller to the Government under the said Act on the 
sale of such cotton. 

(b) In case the last buyer in a Hedge Contract is a 
member dealing as Broker or Commission Agent who is 
not a registered or licensed dealer under the Act referred 
to above, and if he takes delivery of cotton on behalf of a 
constituent who is a registered or licensed dealer, he shall 
furnish the seller with a certificate or declaration in the 
form prescribed under the said Act duly signed by the 
constituent declaring that the cotton is intended for resale 
by thp said constituent and stating that the delivery of 
cotton has been taken by the Broker or Commission Agent 
member on his behalf which fact shall be verified by the 
Exchange and certified as correct. In the event of the last 
buyer being unable to furnish such a certificate or declar- 
ation he shall pay to the original tenderer on taking 
delivery of the cotton, the amount of tax payable by the 
seller to the Government under the said Act on the sale 
of such cotton. 

(c) Ilf the original tenderer in a Hedge Contract is not a 
registered or licensed dealer under the Ac l rclured to above 
and if he tenders cotton on behalf of a constituent who is 
a registered or licensed dealer under the said Act, the 
original tenderer shall intimate in writing to the last buyer 
the registered number of the constituent under the said 
act and the fact that he has tendered the cotton on behalf 
of the constituent which fact shall be verified by the Ex- 
change and certified as correct. 


(d) In case a last buyer takes the delivery of cotton in a 
Hedge Contract out ide the State, then on taking such de- 
livery he shall give a certificate or declaration in the form 
prescribed by the Sales Tax Act prevalent in the State con- 
cerned, to the seller that the cotton is intended for resale 
in the State in which he takes delivery, failing which he 
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shall pay the seller sale or purchase tax, if any, payable 
by the seller in the State where delivery is taken. 

(e) Provisions of the foregoing paragraphs No. (a), (b), 
(c), (d) shall also apply to Akola delivery besides the 
mofussil centres prescribed under Bye-law 54(2). 

For the purpose of May 1959 contract of Berar Cotton 
Contract provisions of Bye-law 54(9), as they stcod imme- 
diately before the date of amendments coming into force 
on approval of the Central Government shall be applicable, 
and for the purposes of all contracts subsequent to the 
May 1959 Contract, Bye-law 54(9) as amended and 54(10) 
as added on the aforesaid date shall be applicable”'..
